Sheriff Woodrow Simmons 
has announced that his 
department is launching 
Project Alert for Jones 
County. The purpose of the 
project is to organize Citizens 
Band Radio Clubs and other 
interested individuals to help 
make Jones County a safer 
place to live. 
The Project Alert program 
prescribes procedures for the 
reporting of emergency calls 
or crimes one may witness or 
suspect through the use of CB 
radios. 
The Jones County Seriff’s 
office will monitor Citizens 
Band 
radio 
emergency 
channel nine from 8 a.m. until 
midnight, seven days a week, 
Simmons said. “Proper FCC 
procedure must be used on 
this channel as it is a channel 
set aside for emergencies. 
Messages must be as brief 
and short as possible,’’ he 
said. 
CB’ers who wish to take 
part in the program are 
requested to fill out a unit 
control card with their FCC 
call number or handle, name 


and address and phone 
number. The purpose of the 
unit control card is a means 
of identifying the reporting 
unit so that the police 
department or sheriff's office 
can be assured that the report 
is valid and know the identity 
of the calling party, Simmons 
said. 
The identification of the 
calling party will be held in 
the strictest of confidence.

The Board of Education is making plans to 
integrate all grades into one school as soon 
as possible, discarding the dual school 
system. Plans for a new building, or ad­ 
dition are being formulated in order to 
provide facilities for all school children. 
Formation of new water cooperative in 
the area is planned for 7:30 p.m. Tuesday 
when residents of the Neinda Community 
meet at the community center, according to 
Fred Decker of Yeatts & Decker of Abilene. 
Already 150 farmers and ranchers in the 
Neinda area have purchased stock in the 
organization that has signed a tentative 
contract with the City of Hamlin for the 
purchase of water. 
An additional 50 members are needed, 
Decker said, to form a permanent cor­ 
poration.
